An Eiooutivo Conncil moetinpf wtxsliold 
yostorday nt which the shookiii;^ occur- 
ronco on tho East Coast wiw oiiiisiiloi-iMl. 
The Government, it aijpciu-H, iire now ful- 
ly alivo to tho gravity of tho situation 
to whicli thoir own stupidity and tho rook- 
lassuoga of their head policeman have 
brouglit thorn. What thoy fear now is 
that the Indians, incensed beyond eon- 
tr»l by tho homioide of two of thoir num- 
ber, -will nttaok and murder isolated sot- 
tlora on tho coast. They were warned of 
this baforo,:,but, of course, turned a deaf 
oar to tlieNvarninK and tho present trouble 
has come^pon them. During yesterday 
tho Eseciltrve ware wajted on by many of 
tha oldest settlors — Hudson's/Bay Com- 
pany men — and plainly told that tho re- 
cent tragedy was but "the llrst fruits of 
thoir miserable policy iu withdrawing the 
East Coast Police force and sendin;!; an 
ofKcor to treat with Indians who did not 
OTon know their language, lot alone thoir 
wants. ~i 

Last evening it was said tliat the Do- 
minion Govenuneiit would lu^ ajipealed to 
to send a gunboat and a Comiuissiouer to 
hoar tho native account of the tra;^ody; 
and it, ■ was also said that Mr. Sullivuu 
would bd suspended, pending an investi- 
gation before a magistrate.

Postal Progression 

Judged by what, for want of a bettor 
desighstiou wo may:pall postal progress- 
ion, the Domimdn of Canada need not 
fear a comparrisofl even with its go-ahead 
neighbor. The last returns from tho pos- 
tal department reveal some encouraging 
facts. 

At tho end of the first year of Confed- 
eration, tho four Provinces thon constitu- 
ting (Janada had 3, (338 post-oflices; tjio 
number of miles oljjjost-routo was '2.1fili; 
the number of miles travelled in tho 
eourso of tho year for mail purposes was 
10, (I'ii, '21G; thu number of letters earned 
was 18,1110,1)1)0: the gross revenue receiv- 
ed was i51,Ol!4,710; and the expL'nditure 
connected with j)ost maintenance $1,05:!,- 
570. Tlierc was thus a deticieiicy of rather 
le.s.s than twenty-nine thousand dollar.s. 

It was in the "next year that a general 
r.klueti on of postage rates was made, which, 
of eourse, for a time disturbed the rela- 
tions of revenue ainl oxiJonditure in that 
department, 80 that, altliongdi more than 
half a million of miles wn-e added to 
the travel and about four milHouH more 
letters wore carried, the income fell very 
much below the expenditure. In 1870 
the number of letters was 6,400,000 more 
than iu ISIIS, iiiul the number of miles of 
mail travel consideraVily more tliau a mil- 
lion above what it h.ul lieou during tlio 
latter year, while, though the income had 
increased considerably, tho outlay had 
more tlian kept pace, " In 1872, the jjostal 
business of British Columbia and Mani- 
tolia come 1 in for the first time to swell 
the aieount of t-."avol and expense, but not 
in tlu! meantime to yiidd a corresponding 
amount of revenue. In this year tlio 
the post-olliees had increased to -l.TDn; the 
miles of mail route to 12,,518,3S',) miloK; 
tho number of letters to ;50,i;oO,OI)0; the 
incoino to 81,103,055, aud the expendi- 
ture to §1,3139,103. Oa'^ the Ist of Jan. 
of the present year, while Ontario and 
(^)uebec had to'gether 2,715 poat-otliecis, 
Manitoba had 27, and .British Columbia 
3S;and while thofo'iner had 25;; mil- 
lions of letters and postal cards, Manitoba 
had 80,000, aud British Columbia doublo 
that amount. It will be Been that tho 
nunibor of letters has lisen in four years 
from eighteen to thirty millions. Tho in- 
crease in newspai)er-carrying luisnot l)eeii 
(luite so markiMl. In i872 there wera 
nearly twonty-five million newspapers 
carried by post. Itailways and expresses 
are usod to a very large extent as a mo- 
dium for distributing newspapers, which 
accounts for the emallness of the number 
sent through tho post. The number of 
parcels sent through tho post increased 
from 2-4,800 in 1808, to 91,100, iu 1872. 
Tho growth of the monoy-orde - business 
is (!ven more satisfae lory. There were ou 
the 30th of last Juno C31 ino.iay order 
oliicos; l'!(),480 orders had been issued 
during tho year for tho largo sum of $5,- 
114,831 .31. Tho cost of tiiis branch is 
aboutS30,()00. 

Tho savings-bank branch was begun in 
1808, so that U') to tho Slstof December, 
18^2, it had been four years and nine 
months in operation. During that time 
there had been 140,320 dejiositors, who 
put in 87,818,880. On tho 1st of January 
of this year tho amount of deposits wa'< 
§3,203,727, held by 23,0n3depoaitors. 

The transatlantic postal service gives 
some interesting facts. For the year 1872 
it .shows an ioorease of 141,401 on tho let- 
ters sent to Britain by the Allan line, 
129.340 on tho newspstpors, and 540 on the 
books; while on letters coining from Bri- 
tain to Canada there was an incrcaso of 
1G2,720; of nrtwspapors, 22,034, and on 
books, 20.809. 

If such matters and institutions consti- 
tute a fair gauge of a country's progress, 
and it will scarcely be questioned thot 
they do, then surely Canada may not un- 
fairly lay claim to be in the first rank of 
progressive nations.

The execution of Mary Ann Cotton, 
who was found guilty of poisoninn: her 
step-son, at West Aucklaiul, England, 
Huinis tinio tiiuco, took place recently at 
Durliaiu, where the prisoner hiid been 
couiiued iu jail mico her trial. On the 
morning of the fatal day, at the sound 
of the death-knell, tho unfortunate 
wninau left her coll in company of the 
olilcer.-^, aiul wan led out to tho-scaft'old, 
foiluwod by Calcniftnud liin assistant. 
Tiie prisoner v,-aH escorted on oitlior 
aide by a male warder, but though her 
step was firm ond her body erect, 
there was deep emotion obsorvoblo in 
her fiu-o, -wliicli Imd so cliaiii,'()d niiioe 
lior trial that she was scarcely reeogni/.- 
able. Slie wuh dressed in a black stufT 
g'ov. n, with 11 black an white check bIuuvI 
thrown over her shoulders, and ho 
faste ned in front w to hide the pinion- 
ing,' strapH. Her bead and throat were 
baie, and lior hands ». convulaively 
clasped ill front. As flhe loft tho coll 
she said, " Heaven ia my homo," and 
on iier way to the scaffold was continu- 
ally moiiuuig aud muttoriny prayers. 
When she reached the drop, Calcraft 
immediately stood before her and cover- 
ed her face with tho wliito cap. Siio 
trembled perceptibly, aad uovor ceasfid 
her devotions. Haviiij,' strapped Iter 
leg.s together and seen tliat tho rope 
was duly adjusted, Colcraft withdrew 
to the ]ia.vl where the handle vo£ the 
bolt was placed, while the two male 
warders retained their position on tho 
plaiilc on oaoh aide of tho prisoner. 
The unhappy woman clasped her 
hands close to her breast, loiU'unired 
in an earnest tone, " Lord, have inercjjj' 
ou niy soul," and in a, moment the 
bolt was drawn by Oalcraft's assistant/

The 8pioiefltt.Day of the.Sessloii. 

'^Ottawa, April 17th. 
Hon. Mr.' Mdc'donald, Pictou, called at- 
tention to an article in the.St. John, N. 
B., Fi-L'i' 1)1(1 II, which bore'^t^,;' initials of 
Hon. !Mr. Anglin, tho editor "and propri- 
etor, and a member of tho Houso, in 
which expressions were used concerning 
tho (lovernmoiit ,ind it:i sujjportors tliat 
were foul, scandalous and unjustiliably 
libellous. They wore as follows: "The 
vote of April 2nd, a tost, vote, has at 
length been taken, ond the' 'Govfirnmeut 
and tho Opposition and the country know 
how many mou are willing to vote with 
th(! (joviu'iiment; and for tho Govornmont 
to sacritice lionor. character, honest re- 
putation, and all that men should prize 
most highly, and cover tliomsHlve.-) with 
infamy uuspoukable, for a consideration. 
This infamy of that vote :i8., indeed un 
jiaralleled, indoseribalilo ond inefTablo as 
it is indelible. It may bo said, and no 
d(jubt it will bo, that many of those who 
com|)osGd the majority wero actuated by 
]>ublie cousidorationa, by a sense of re- 
gard for the welfare of thoir constitmmts, 
l)y a de«iro to (.ecnre some groat public 
imiu-ovement which tho present (iovorn- 
meiit are disposed to carry out, but 
wiiich, if they remained in power, thoy 
would refuse to carry out, unless tho ro- 
pri>;-(Uitatives of tliiy interestoil dislricti or 
i'rovinces sustained tliem in such an em- 
ergency, but it will not be easy to i)er,snade 
those whose ostoom is worth having that 
any man would deliberately incur the dis- 
grace and shame and infamy of such a 
a vote for any but a personal motive. 
It is not cri'ditablo to humanity, about 
which in various ways much has been 
•■laid in the House of late, that men with 
characters to lose, with reputations to 
forfeit, will wade through filth so vilo to 
govermnshiijs, judgeships, places in 
Cabinet, places out of the Oftbiuet, 
luotits and so-called honors. To 
sound the depth of tho infamy of this vote 
(IS far as the ])lummot will roach, it 
would bq well to review all the notorious 
facts which pracedud thi'J charge." The 
article then goes on to relate tho proceed- 
ings of the Government in relation to the 
admission of British Columbia, the build- 
ing of tho I'acific road, the grantingof tho 
Pacilic Kailway charter, aud tho motion 
of i\lr. Huntington for eiuiuiriug into tho 
circiimst,,ucc,s ccmnectod therewith, and 
continues thus: "Thoy, the Govornmont, 
had prepared a majority to support tliein 
on a veto of want of oonlldence without 
reference to tho character of any motion 
to that etfeot which may be made, and 
now they call(?d npou this m.ajority to re- 
fuse (uiiiuiry into the charges, and to say 
that though they dared not deny their 
guilt|||tliey should still retain tho power 
thoy had so shamefully, bo disgracefully 
abused. Of the majority.Bome I know are 
men who would resent any personal im- 
putation on their honor with death. 
Perhaps they imagine that politically 
they m.ay do with impuuity and with- 
out' sin that which in i>rivate would 
render them loathsome in the eyes of 
all honest men; but they may ba 
assured that their vote of yesterday has 
consigned them to political infamy, and 
not to political infamy alone, but has ho 
smirched their characters and begriinod 
their reputations that not all tho waters 
of the Atlantic or groat lakes could wash 
them clean. Any number of minor votes 
can never atone; for it will be abaurd, as 
well as useless, for any man who, in this 
grenit caso, voted to refuse enquiry, to 
hide the truth, and to screen tho guilty, 
even hereafter to pretend to political hon- 
esty or i:idopendence. Probably thty 
feel this themselves, and that the (lovern- 
ment can rely u[)on the 107 in all emer- 
gencies; and when over any particularly 
black, ugly or dirty job must be done, 
those who ate all tho dirt forced upon 
them yesterday— lilthinoss disgusting, 
aud vile — may hereafter provo ever agree- 
able, and if at any time any of these reject 
any of the dishes served up to them, it 
must not be supposed that they would 
not be willing to swallow thom all if thoir 
loaders insistcil u[ion it. The Nova Sco- 
tians wero invited to meet Mr. Howe at 
his houso some days ag i, and nearly all of 
thom pro!ni;;ed to su[)port tho Govorn- 
mont. Some of thorn, inlluencod, it is 
said, by a desire to secure for that wretch 
ed old mau tho Governorship, which he 
wishes to purchase at tho sacrifice of any 
shred, if he sold the reputation thatisyot 
left him; oth(>rs havo other ends to sorvo, 
which are generally understood." After 
analyzing tli(> voto given, tho artiole again 
procieds: "Xotiiiug now pobsiblo can in 
tho sliglitest degree alter the character of 
yesterday's proceedings, and of their 
Hhare in them — no amount of whitewash 
can possilily crmceal its hideous black- 
ness. Thc'plca of guilty stands on the 
record, and cannot be witlidrawn. 1 have 
no doulit tliat a committee may now be 
luul will), all professing to be eminently 
hoiuH-able men, would novertheless bring 
111 a ri'port whioh, as far as tho report 
could do so, would exonerate theGovern- 
mant; and I wonder that even in his moment 
of surprise. Sir .John so ready and ho fer- 
tile ine.tpedieiitsdid not prefer to pretend 
that he was eager to court inquiry and 
contrive to get such a committee appoint- 
ed ; but oven for this-it is now too lato, 
and any attempt to alter the ohariiotor of 
tlie ])ro(!oc(liug.s now must only inoroase 
tho disgust and loathing with which all 
honest men in the Domiuiou and 
throughout the Empire will regard them."

The loaling 
class — those men who live luxuriously 
every (i&y at public exjienso, and render 
in return only the service thoy render to 
thoij: p>'tjr— 'rejbicod heartily and sincere- 
ly 'at tlio result, camo on, and, inserisiblo 
to shame, they saw in it only a rnnowal 
of thiur lease of power to jjlunder, l^o 
honest man would submit in Hilonpe to 
iiljcli an iiiiputatiiui for an instant. Only 
the eoiijuioiisiioss of guilt could makn a 
man dnnjb •>i}do(.' auoU iv phargo.
